‘persons are still relieved at the factories; but there is a good weeding out of 
people able to work. There are no relief works, markets are plentifully 
supplied, and prices are uot much above last year’s figures. 


8. The Durbhunga report is nearly as good as possible. Mr. Maude’s 
from Madhubani is quite satisfactory. “The rain has been abundant, and has 
done nothing but good. The dhadoi harvest has been very good, and prospects 
of the aghani rice are excellent. Although a shower of rain any time within 
the next fortnight would be desirable, still it is not necessary for a fair

9. The condition of the people is improving, works are all being closed

I hear very much the same 
myself on all sides. At Hatwa on the 4th the prevailing opinion was that, 
though an inch of rain some time soon is wanted to give the best — 
outturn, still a fair crop is already securod by the plenteous rain of the week 
ending 22nd September, and the rice is standing in water nearly everywhere. 

15. Mr. Harris has himself visited the inundated tract between Athar 
and Katra, which seemed in the worst condition of all. I gather from the 
report that the state of affairs in the worst pets of the flooded area is improv- 
ing, and is not quite so bad as we feared. have Mr. Gayer’s diary also. 

— The places he visited from the 1st to 4th, and marked in the map, are Janarh, 
Aurai, Katra, Sindaspore, Tewara, Jarang, and Masehri. These points make 
a zig zag through that desolate,country north of Athar and outside the indigo 
dehéts with which we are familier. The first part is in the Aurai dehdt looked 
after by Mr. Mackenzie. The crops are good, and the people are fairly well 
off The bad part does not begin till we reach Katra, Sven here an attempt 
— recipients of relief do some work reduced numbers from 218 to about 
a dozen. 

Mr. Gayer had to go by boat to Sindaspore. He enquired closely into 
two reported cases of death by starvation—Ram Kishen and Miajan. It is. 
clear that both deaths were hastened by want of proper food, but both men 
were sickly, and Miajan had been receiving relief. He was a wandering 
beggar, and after being fed for three days by Mr. Faulkner he tried to get 
back to Katra, and was found dead. A third death was in « family of diseased _ 
and crippled people. 

Mr. Gayer describes four villages, Dhanour, Bisanta, Baraut, and Bharid, 
near Sindaspore, as even now forming an island, quite cut off by breaches in 
roads and banks, and inhabited chiefly by Nunias, who live by labour. 
Mr. Faulkner, of Sindaspore, has taken Rs. 100 for their relief. 

At Tewara and Gaighati, about 8 miles east, people were much better off. 
The ery of distress was proved to be false and an attempt*to obtain money — 
on easy terms. A death by fever had been represented as death from starva- 
tion. The uncle of Manu Singh, who had died, made this admission. 

Further south, at Jarang, people were again found in a bad plight; but 

_ Baboo Bishnath Singh was giving food to many persons, who were not fit 
subjects. A process of weeding out was begun. vee 

At Pirukpore and Masehri the state of affairs was a good deal better. 
Mr. Holloway and Mr. Stevens had work for people who wanted it. 

The pith of all this is, that in spots like the four villages near Sindaspore 
and Jarang, there are peoplein great distress, who require and who are obtaining — 
relief ;-but that even in the worst parts there is no very extensive continous 
area of acute distres:

Lieutenant E. W. Petley, R.N., performed the duties of the Shipping’ 
Master of Calcutta during the year under review, and Mr. A. Lindquist; of the 
Bengal Pilot Service, held the office of Deputy Shipping Master. Both these 
officers have been favourably reported on. 

2. There was during the year a general falling off in the operations of the 
Calcutta Shipping Office, and to this is attributed the decrease in the receipts, 
which amounted to Rs. 25,354 against Rs. 26,406 in the preceding year. e 
decline was the largest under the head sale of discharge certificates, owing, it is 
said, to nearly three-fourths of the sea-faring population of the port having now 
become possessed of such certificates. The charges amounted to 20,700 against 
Rs. 20,941 in 1887-88, and the net profits, which rose from Rs. 3,619 in 1883-84 — 
to Rs. 5,465 in 1887-88, went down to Rs. 4,653 during the year under review. 

3. The receipts on account of the funds held in trust by the Shipping Office 
were in excess of those of the previous year. The increase was notably under 
the head Deposit money of British seamen due to the Deputy Shipping ter’s

* 6. There were 50 cases of grounding and 12 of collisions against 50 and 
10 in the year before. The majority of the accidents were of a trivial charac- 
ter, but blame was attached to the pilots in 14 cases, 7 being due to inatten- 
tion, 3 to unskilfulness, and the remainder to errors in judgment. As regards 
the collisions, danage™vas done in every instance except one, but in only one is 
serious damage reported: three of them were due to inattention on the part of 
the pilot, and in one case the tug pilot was to blame. The percentage of 
groundings and collisions to vessels piloted, which was,3-02 in 1886-87 and 2:84 
in 1887-88, amounted in 1888-89 to 2:99: the slight excess is attributed to the 
inclusion in the return of every case of casualty however insignificant. The 
Port Officer reports favourably on the conduct of the pilots.

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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGIOAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS © 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS - 
TAKEN IN ASSAM, DURING THE MONTH OF SEPTEMBER 1889, 


Tue weather conditions in Bengal during September are generally similar to those of 
the previous monsoon months. The south-west monsoon continues to bring up large amounts 
of aqueous vapour, and during the earlier weeks of the month the rainfall, more especially in 
the western districts, is partly due to the Bombay branch of the monsoon current, though 
the greater part of the rainfall is undoubtedly brought up by the current —— 
Bay of Bengal, The Bombay branch, ———— way earlier than that from the Bay of 
Bengal, and from the second or the third week it ceases to influence Bengal. The Bay of 
Bengal branch also weakens during September, ——— during the latter half of the 
month, and at its close it almost withdraws from the province, and thus the rainfall in Septem- 
ber in Bengal is decidedly smaller than in July and August, and the decrease is also greater 
in the western districts than elsewhere, from the cessation of the Bombay monsoon current 
comparatively early: in the month. : ‘ 

The intermittent character of the monsoon rainfall has been frequently pointed out in 
previous summaries. Hach heavy burst of rainfall appears to exhaust for the time being the 
supplies of aqueous ur available for condensation. Hence, after each such burst, the 
monsoon surrent falls off, and a: to die away in and near its normal limits. Local 
variable winds set in over the tio plain and extend eastwards. This goes on until the 
moisture current in the rear accumulates fresh supplies of aqueous vapour and renewed 
energy, when it again advances and gives general rain. ‘I'he majority of these advances 
accompany a certain amount of atmospheric disturbance, which frequently takes the form of 
small moving depressions or cyclomic circulations or storms. ‘These usually occur near 
the front of the increasing monsoon current, or néar its limits of retreat. Hence these 
d ions may originate either over the land or the sea, according to the strength and 
other conditions of the monsoon current at the time. The chief meteorological features of 
the month are usually the depressions. which introduce and accompany the bursts of rain, 
Their place of formation, the rapidity with which they follow one another, and the total 
amount of rain they give, depend mainly upon the strength of the monsoon current itself, 
whilst the directions which the depressions pursue, an *8 local distribution of rainfall, 
determined by the local meteorological conditions pre ¢ during their formation and 
existence. . 

Normal distribution of rainfall—The average distribution of rainfall for the month of 
September depends mainly upon the geographical ‘relations of the provifice to the Bay of 
Bengal monsoon current, which are similar to those of the preceding month, Tho with- 
drawal of the Bombay branch westward deprives a portion of the province (chiefly the 
western districts) of one of its sources of rainfall, and also somewhat alters the conditions 
and relation of the province to the other branch. Hence the average distribution of the 
month of September differs, more especially in the western districts, considerably from that 
of the two preceding months of July and August. ; 

The ay rainfall of the month exceeds 20 inches in tho districts at the foot.of the 
hills in North Bengal. Between this area and a line running west and east through 
Bagdogra, and also in a small area in Hast including Fenny and Noakholly, ‘the 
mean rainfall varies between 15 and 20 inches. Between these areas and a curved line defined 
by the stations of Bettiah, Durbhunga, Bhagulpore, Godda, Berhampore, Goalundo, Manick- 
gunge. Bagirhat, Diamond Harbour, Kendrapara, and Pooree, and thus including the greater . 
part of North-East and South-West Bengal and the northern districts of North Behar, the 
average rain is from 10 to 15 inches. the area to the south and west of this line, inelud-.

* “Another reason for the comparative absence of rain in the western districts may be the 
small number of influential depressions or cyclonic storms, which, generally, forming in the 
northern half of the Bay, pass in a north-westerly direction over the western districts of 

Bengal, and give heavy rain, especially near-the centre of depression. There have been 
several of depressions during the month, but, as will be seen later, the only one of 
importance formed rather further south than usual, and during the first few days of its 
existence took a westerly course, passing Vizagapatam and keeping that direction till it was 
well into the Central Provinces, when it moved to the north. The centre was therefore nearest

uring the first half of the month two very gig depressions appeared, but filled up 
within two days after their formation. One was on the lst of August and Ist of September 
in the North-West Provinces and Behar, accompanied by a cyolonic circulation which affected 
the whole of Bengal. A strong monsoon was then blowing at the head of the Bay, givin 
general rain, especially in Bebar. The low-pressure area was transferred eastwards, ad 
rain continued over the whole province for three or four days, after which, in consequence of 
a rise of pressure on the 3rd and 4th, winds fell off and rain became much less general. 
Pressure continued steady till the 7th, when the second small depression appeared in Bengal 
near the north-west corner of the Bay, Winds were cyclonic in its near neighbourhood, but 
it disappeared within tho next twenty-four hours, without having influenced, except in South- 
West Bengal, the amount of rain. There was then a tecagh of lew pressure extending from 
the Himalayas to the southiof the Bay along the west coast, and this, though contracting 
northwards, was always to the west of Bengal so as to prevent the westerly monsoon current 
from reaching it. e period from which that part of the monsoon ceased to affect Bengal 
may therefore be taken as the end of the first week, ten days or a fortnight earlier than in 
normal years. From the 8th to the 16th a light monsoon current was blowing from the Bay, 
giving southerly winds and showery weather over the greater part of the province, but 
more especially in northern districts. On the 16th the first signs of disturbed weather 
began to pe in the Bay, and on the same day there was a shallow depression partly 
covering Behar, and heavy showers caused by thunderstorms in North Bengal, but the 
depression had filled up on the following day. 

Cyclonic storm from 16th to 22nd September,—From the 13th to 15th pressure changes 
oyer the Bay, so far as could be inferred from those'on the coast, were inconsiderable, and the 
uniform pressure which during theso days obtained over the greater part of the Bay, showed 
that a pressure distribution similar to that immediately preceding the of seasons was 
tending to assert itself. Weather was generally fine with absence of rain and light winds, but 
on the 14th a shift of winds at the head of the Bay, considered along with the slow indraught 
that had been going onin Burma and Madras for some days, pointed to a commencing 
disturbance near the centre of the Bay. On the following day pressure fell along the west 
coast and briskly over the greater part of Bengal, while the wind circulation was unchanged, 
pine in Burma, directions there being more southerly. The fall continued on the 16th, 
and the d ion became more noticeable, the centre appearing to be about midway between 
Jiamond and Vizagapatam. Wind directions were cyclonic at all the coast stations,

Pressure—During the first week of ber a wave of high pressure cate gradually 
over the province apparently from the south, as the steady rise first began at the 
stations, The mean pressure for that week was nearly a tenth of an inch in excess @ 
normal in Orissa, and more than a twentieth of an inch in the other districts. This state of 
high pressure remained unchanged till the disturbed weather began about the middle of the 
month. During the second week the mean excess at Gopalpore and Rungpore was 0°12 inch, 
and at many stations was over a tenth of an inch, but the difference from the normal at the 
foot of the hills was much smaller. From being largely in excess at the beginning of the 
third week, pressure became nearly normal, except in Orissa, and changes were large in “the 
western districts during the early part of the last week, and a few days later in East 
and Assam, when the low-pressure area was moving over tho east of the provines, D 
exoceded 0°15 inch in Hast Bengal and Assam on the 27th, but presstite was beginning to 
rise, and continued to do so steadily till the endof the month. 

Temperature has been below the normal in the northern districts rene 4 the — part 
of the month. During the first week means wers above the normal in Chutia and 
Assam, while weather was, compared with the normal, coldest in Orissa and Hast Bengal: 
In North Bengal and North Behar temperature was very nearly normal, but after that the 
mean for these disticts was one to two degrees below the normal from week to week till the 
end of the month. In Orissa, South-West and East Bengal mean temperature differed very 
little from the normal till towards the end of the month, when, in the first two districts, there 
was considerable excess. The mean temperature for the whole month is 0°9° deficient in 
Behar and North normal in Chutia Nagpur, four-tenths of a degree below fhe 
normal in Assam, and above in the other districts, Orissa seven-tenths, South-West Bengal 


three-tenths, and Hast Bengal two-tenths of a dog, 

Rainfall. —The rain that has fallea during the morith as stated above, been almost 
entirely received from the Bay current. The western current being prevented from flowing 
over rovines by the low-pressure area, which generally hes over or being 
transf westwards. The part of the Bay current which crossed the head of the Bay 
was drawn to the west, while another portion passing —— eastern boundary was deflected 
westwards, along the valley of the Ganges, giving the relatively heavy rain in North 
Baas and Behar.

F TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVA- 


TIONS TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, THE 
181m OOTOBER 1889. 


Famty settled weather has prevailed in Bengal during the present week, with very little 
rain, except in Orissa, during*the last two days. Pressure was very nearly normal at the 
commencement and remained +teady, until the formation of u depression in the south of the 
Bay caused a generel fall extending over the whole province, but largest in the south-western 
districts. Winds were light and somewhat irregular with high temperatures in Lower 
Bengal during the greater part of the week, and in the northern districts for the first day or 
two, but in these latter districts temperature fell, and remained two or three degrees below 
the normal during the last three days. Some very heavy local showers fell in North Bengal 
and South Behar on the 12th and 13th—at Pakour exceeding 6 inches, and at Shibgunge, 
in the Maldah district, exceeding 5 inches. . 

Pressure was low in the south of the Bay on Saturday, the first day of the prosent 
week, and the diffused low-pressure area gradually concentrated, giving a rather shallow 


—— off the Coromandel Coast on Monday and Tuesday. It passed inland on . 


ednesday, after which a current of moist air began to move northwards along the west 

coast of is Bay, giving heavy rain in Orissa on Thursday and Friday, and densely 

clouded skies in South-West Bengal and Chutia Nagpur on Fridey. Weather was up till 
the end of the week not otherwise affected by the depression beyond the northerly direction 
it gave to the winds and the fine clear dry weather which prevailed everywhere before the 
arrival of the moist air current from the south. 

Pressure, was very nearly normal at the beginning of the week, and remained steady 
till the last two days, when a moderate fall was general. Changes nowhere exceeded a 
twentieth of an inch at any time except in South Orissa on Thursday, and then it was 
between six and seven hundredths of an inch. Pressure was considerably below tho normal 
at the end of the week, especially in Orissa, the defect at Gopalpur being 0:14 inch and at 
False Point 0°13 inch. where it was generally between eight hundredths And a tenth of 
an inch. Mean pressure for the week is deficient by amounts ranging from three to five 
hundredths of an inch. 

Temperature was * in Lower Bengal and in the northern districts during the 

* first half of the week. eans for the large divisions are all below the normal except 
those for South-West Bengal and Orissa, but generally by one or two-tenths of a degree 
only. Excess in Orissa is 1°5° and defoct in North Bengal 1:7°. 

Rainfall has been scatt ered and chiefly due to thunder storms. Some heavy showers 
fell in the central districts on the 12th and 13th, and there was general heavy rain in 
Orissa on the 17th and 18th. There has been practically no rain in North Behar or in 
South Behar outside the Sonthal Pergunnahs, while in North Bengal and Chutia Ni 
none fell after the first two days. The heavy rain that fell in Orissa at the end of the 
week exceeds the normal amount for the whole week. In South-West, East and North Bengal 
and North Behar the amount received is only from a third to a half of the normal, and in 
South Behar and Chutia Nagpur nearly the normal amoust fell, but the distribution was

8. The receipts — Japital account amounted to Rs, 3,38,462,. and the 
i: genie 2,73,579, there being a balance of Rs. e888 te the 31st of 
March 1889. At the Petroleum Wharf at Badgo-Budge a sum of Rs. 98,917 
“was spent for providing better protection for tho oil cargoes stored there. 
A sum of Rs. 30,756 was exponded on the new light-vessel, ordered last year 
and reesived in the year under review. Fifty new wagons were parchasst’ for 
the Railway at a cost of Rs. 97,696. 

6. a December 1887 the Commissioners received a memorial signed * a 

ber of the Hindu inhabitants of Calcutta, in which it was stated thdt if 
the Commissioners would grant a small piece of land on the river-bank 
free of cost, Rai Soorjamul Jhoonjhoon-wallah, Bahadur, would place in their 
hands a reasonable sum of money for erecting a shed for tlie use of the public 
for —— the Adyo Sradha ceremony. The Commissioners accepted the 
offer, allotted a site for the ghit between Juggernath Ghit and Prasanna 
Kumar Z'agore’s Ghit, and received a sum of Rs. 9,901 from the donor, which 
has since been expended in erecting an ornamental iron shed, specially designed 
to meet the purpose, The shed was completed in February 1839. 

7. The advances received by the Commissioners from the Public Trea- 
sury for the dock works at Kidderpore amounted to Rs. 1,35,58,644 on the 
31st March 1889, and tho total oxponditure incurred on the works up to that 
poriod amounted to Rs. 1,32,87,730. The Licutenant-Govygenor notices with 
pleasure that the works have been pushed on vigorously during the year.

. +8... The income from jetties was Rs. 11,309,930, against Rs, 10,52,440 in 
thoyprevious year. The increase was due principally to the receipts from the 
landing; shipping, and warchousing of goneral goods at the jetties, and from 
the tea warehouse, and the increase in income derived from the Petroleum 
Wharf, and from hoisting charges. The expenditure was Rs. 7,09,988, being 
Rs. 34,188 in excess of that of the previous year.

The number of sea-going and leaving 
the port falls slightly short of the largest previous record—that of 1887-88 —but 
the tonnage of the vessels en’ the port exceeds that of previous years, being 
2,250,086 as compared with 2,222,374 of 1887-88, Only vessels which were 
piloted from, and to, sea by officers of the Pilot Service are included in the 
statements. ‘ 

Notwithstanding the slight increase in tonn: — the port, the 
falling off in the receipts from mooring hire are borne out by the fact that 
the whole year was conspicuous for the small tonnage in port at any one time. 
For, whilst in 1887-88 the total tonnage in port was less than 140,000 for only 
14 weeks, it was below that amount for 41 weeks in 1888-89 ; and, whereas in 
the former year the total tonnage was over 150,000 for 29 weeks, in the latter 
it was only over that figure for three weeks. 

13. ere were 12 casualties to vessels while in churge of Assistant Harbour- 
Masters. Nine of these were purely accidental : in one case the Assistant Harbour- 
Master was found guilty of neglect of duty, and in another it was found that 
the Assistant Harbour-Master had committed an error of judgment. Iu the . 
last-named instance a departmental committee was appointed, who found that the 
accident was primarily due to the vessel having to ease down and stop to clear 
a cargo boat. Numerous complaints had already been received by the Commis- 
sioners regarding the careless, indifferent way, in which cargo-boat manjees 
allowed their boats to drift with the tide, thereby endangering the safety of 
sea-going vessels navigating the port, and they considered that. additional 
rules were necessary for regulating cargo-boats when proceeding up and down 
the port. T'wo rules were framed by the Commissioners in communication with 
the Chamber of Commerce, and have since been sanctioned by the Lieutenant- 
Governor. No fire occurred on board any ship during the year. 

14. In the course of the year a representation was made by the Assistant

18. Five new sea-going steamers and about twenty inland steamers and 

steam-launches have been added to the various trades in, and to and from, the 
rt. A number of despatch steamers were also added. These vessels aro of 
ight draught with large passenger decks, and are employed in inland trade. 
are of about 200 to 300 tons gross, while the certificates held by the 
Serangs entitle them to take charge of vessels up to 100 tons. The Engine- 
drivers’ certificates entitle them to take charge of steamers up to 50 horse- 
power, while many of the steamers are designed to come just under 80 horse- 
power to comply with the provisions of section 28 (2) of "Act VI of 1884 
concerning these certificates. A set of rules have been framed under section 29 
of the Act for the examination and licensing of second class masters and engine- 
drivers competent to take charge of such vessels, and they are now under the 
consideration of the Government of India, 

19. Towards the end of the year the attention of the Commissioners was 
directed by Government to the inadequacy of the scale of fees charged for makin 
steam-ship surveys in the Port of Caleutta, as compared with the fees charg 
at Bombay and in the United Kingdom, and also with those levied in Calcutta 
for the survey of land boilers. Owing to the inadequate scale, the amount of 
fees did not cover half the cost of domg the work, and the Commissioners were 

nested to submit a revised scale of fees, which would cover all charges, 
including the rate of pay proposed for an Assistant Surveyor, whose appoint- 
ment is under contemplation, The Commissioners reported that it would be un- 
n and undesirable to increase the scale of fees so long as means could be 
—* from other sources to meet the expenditure incurred. This view was 
not accepted by Government, and the Commissioners were asked to reconsider 
tho to increase the foes, and were at the same time informed that, 
under the contemplated new rules —— it was proposed to make such 
alterations as would better assist the Government in exercising the control which 
the law imposes on it.

In — roads 
the Middleton Spit has again extended in a-south-westerly direction, The rapid 
changes occurring in the Eden Channel caused considerable anxiety, rendering 
the constant attendance of. a surveying vessel necessary tillthe middle of July, , 
when the channel to the eastward cut through and gradually improved, and has 
since been in general use. 

24. No —— oceurred to the navigation of vessels of moderate draught 
at Roypore bar at any time of the tide. Over the Moyapore bar the tracks have 
maintained a very good average throughout, with the exception of a few days 
in September, when there was only 12 feet 6 inches best water. 

e surveys of the river during the past year were confined to the navi- 
ble channels in use, both by sea-going and inland vessels, the latter as far as 
Mud Point, and the former to the tail of the middle ground. 

- 26. The Survey D ent suffered a serious loss by the wreck of the 
auxiliary survey vessel Hesearch in August 1888. As this loss very seriously 
interfered with the work of the Department, the Commissioners were allowed 
the gratuitous use of the Government steamer Tigris, and it was arranged that 
their steamer Resolute should in return undertake Government work in connec- 
tion with pilotage, &e. The Commissioners have now decided to buy this vessel 
for Rs. 60,000, the price wanted by the Government of India, and to pay this 
amount during the current financial year. ¢ 

27. The construction of a railway to Budge-Budge has been sanctioned,
